CASTRO TO BE DEPOSED. 


Eastern Half of Venezuela Is Up In 


Arms. 


New York, March 2(!.—Advices from 


Maracaibo and Curacoa to the New 
York Tribune dilate on the renewed 
activity on the part of the Venezuelan 
revolutionists to depose President Ci- 
priano Castro. The entire eastern part 
ol the country is now in arms ajrainsl 
the government, and Gen. Domingo 
Monagas, who has assumed a leading 
part in 
the 
insurrectionary 
army, 


writes that he is certain that in anoth- 
er month the rebels will be victorious, 
and a change of government will take 
place at Caracas. The forces of Cen. 
Monagas now besiege Barcelona, in 
the state of Bermudez. which is his 
native town and where he 
is 
well 


known. His army has been greatly 
augmented .since he began operations 
in that district. The plan of this insur- 
gent chief is to capture and hold Guan- 
ta. where there are some large coal 
mine's, which, if ho succeeds, will be- 
come the base of supplies for the fili- 
bustering steamer Bolivar. 


Exeter, March 26.—The greatest of 


the surprises that have been sprung 
in local street railway circles since 
last fall was the announcement made 
this morning that Albert E. McReel 
had resigned his position as superin- 
tendent of the Exeter, Hampton & 
Amesbury road, the resignation taking 
effect last night. Mr. McReel has been 
actively identified \vith the Lovell sys- 
tem /for five years, having been a di- 
rector in all of tho lines operated un- 
der the direction of Mr. Lovell, and 
of those in contemplation. He had re- 
cently built a fine residence in Exeter 
and therefore it was supposed that his 
interest in the local street railway, ai 
least, was to continue. 


Tho passing ot" the control of the 


Exeter, Hampton and Amesbury road 
from Mr. Lovell's hands into the man- 
agement of the New Hampshire Trac- 
tion company is assigned as the rea- 
son for Mr. McReel's resignation. Prior 
to last fall, Mr. McReel had full and 
absolute power to carry out all the 
plans mapped out by Mr. Lovell or 
himself, but since the Mew Hampshire 
Traction 
company's 
accession 
his 


sway has been limited, and he had j 
been greatly dissatisfied 
with 
the 


amount of red tape which, he said, 
hampered his movements. 
His dis- 


content increased, 
and yesterday 
a 


climax was reached when he sum- 
oned General Manager Woodman of 
tho system to Exeter, and announced j 
his resignation. His action, he states, 
will positively be final. 


Mr. McReel has as yet formulated 


no plans for his future but will proba- 
bly leave Exeter for Boston. He had 
expected to move his family into his 
nandsomc now home on High street 
within, a fortnight. He had been sup- 
erintendent or the local road for near- 
ly five years. 
Before coming to Exe- 


ter he spent ten years in the electri- 
cal business in Atliol, Mass., and came 
hero to accept tho superintendeney of 
the Rockingham Electric company. He 
was then almost immediately chosen 
superintendent of the Exeter street 
railway, which was later merged into 
the Exeter. Hampton fr Amesbury. 
Until the New Hampshire Traction 
company bought out Mr. Lovell's in- 
terest, ho was likewise superintendent 
of the Dover, Sornersv.'orth & Roches- 
ter road.

Weeks wh. assume the management of 
the Exeter, Hampton and AiiK'sbury 
road until Mr. McReel's successor is 
announced.

In view of the Immense mass of leg- 


islation which congress enacts from 
year to year, much of it simply iu the 
form of half hidden clauses attached 
to appropriation bills, strangers often 
wonder how any one can keep track 
of the details and make sure that some 
of the minor laws are executed. When 
a bill Is in the last stages preceding 
completion, one member after another 
thinks of, something he wishes to 
throw into it before the final vote is 
taken. It is perhaps a proviso that the 
secretary of the treasury shall do this, 
or that the secretary of tbe interior 
shall do that. 
Up springs another 


member, who wishes to make sure that 
the duty shall uot be neglected and 
who therefore adds an amendment 
that the secretary shall report to con- 
gress at each session so aud so. And 
thus it goes into the permanent law 
of the land, adding one more to the 
multitude of tasks already assigned 
to the cabinet officer iu question, in- 
suring the compilation of one more 
public document which few persons 
outside will ever read aud at which not 
one congressman iu oO will ever glance.

ANIMALS AS BESIEGERS. ^ 


fkelr Patience and Stratcrcy Indi- 


cate 1'ower ol Htitlocliiutlon. 


There are plenty of garrisons anil' 


Bicges and reliefs In wild life, and some 
of them very pluckily sustained. Short 
rations, sorties and assaults tread on 
each other's tails, and the besiegers do 
not always get the best of it. 


The champion besieger is a wild pig 


called-the.peccary, which Is about tho 
most frightful beast alive and lives la 
herds iu the South American forests. 
You cannot discourage a peccary; you 
can only kill him. These beasts have a 
particular dislike to monkeys and fre- 
quently watch for an opportunity to 
cut one off from the main woods. Now 
aud then tbe herd -will manage to sur- 
prise a party of monkeys near an iso- 
lated tree or clump. 
They make the 


most of; the chance. 


The pigs rush forward, and the mon- 


keys skim gayly tip the trees out of 
harm's way. But as the clump is isolat- 
ed from the forest there is no escape 
via the branches, and they dare not 
come down and run for it. The pec- 
caries surround and invest the tree 
clump, and there they will sit patiently 
for any length of time, while the mon- 
keys chatter angrily aloft. If a mon- 
key comes to the end of the rations 
within reach and becomes so desperate 
through hunger that he tries to run the 
gantlet, he is torn to pieces by the 
tusks of the besiegers In a few seconds. 
The only chance of escape Is that some 
of the prowling jaguars—a kind of 
leopard—in the neighborhood may get 
to know of the siege. If they do, they 
will come to the rescue, not for the- 
monkeys', sake, 
but 
because they 


are 
fond 
of 
peccary. 
Then 
the 


beleaguered garrison escapes while the 
relieving column is tackling the invest- 
ing peccaries. 
lUit these pigs arc so 


fierce that even jaguars will uot at- 
tack a really big herd of them. 


The most formidable of besiegers are/ 


the wild buffaloes of Central Africa. 
These will imprison even a panther 1C 
they get him in the open- The panther 
generally makes fof1 a high rock, but 
as the buffaloes can browse on the grass 
around, they will bold out any length 
of time, while the panther starves. 
They form n big, irregular circle round 
the rock, the sentinels keeping an eye 
on tlie besieged 
beast while they 


browse. 
Often a man gets treed in 


this way. Ills only chance, unless a, 
party of horsemen relieve him. is to set 
tlie dry grass alight on the lee side of 
his rock. This will fire half the dis- 
trict if there is any wind, and it al- 
ways scares the buffaloes off. 


It is on Hie sea bottom that some of 


the queerest sieges occur. 
If two or 


three lobsters or fighting crabs comu 
upon any weak and soft water beast 
hiding in a hole, they frequently join 
forces and besiege him. But the usual 
sufferer is a hermit crab—tho small, 
soft bodied crab that lives in an olil 
whelk shell, with bis hard claws hang- 
ing out The other crabs surround this 
belligerent and try to starve him into 
surrender. 
They sit down in a circle 


round him and wait, but often one of 
the bigger lobsters will try to crack the 
whelk shell with his claw. This std- 
dom succeeds, for such shells are very 
tough. 
The hermit can walk slowly, 


pulling the shell with him, but when 
he tries to do so tbe besiegers bustle 
him and grab at his protruding legs, 
lie has to draw them in and remain 
still. Sometimes the siege is raised by 
the arrival of larger sea prowlers, who 
attack the investors, but more often, 
as the besiegers grow hungry and find 
the hermit still holds out. they begin, 
fighting among themselves, aud the be- 
sieged hermit escapes in the confusion. 
Sometimes, however, the siege suc- 
ceeds, but the hermit dies at his post. 
He is then hauled out and eaten. 


In hard times rats are apt to band 


together in raiding parties, and noth- 
ing comes amiss to them. Field mice 
exist in colonies, burrowed an inch or 
two below the surface of the ground. 
If the marauding rats can find a fairly 
lonely colony—one that is not connect- 


Lecl with half a dozen others, that is— 


they mount guard over the outlets and 
try to starve the mice out. 
The be- 


sieged are no fighters and merely sit 
and cower, and though they sometimes 
make a sortie and get promptly eaten 
they more often frustrate the rats by 
dying underground.—London Answers.

Wire Nails nnd Old Nails. 


Careful experiments are said to show 


that, first, cut nails are superior to 
wire nails In all positions; second, tbo 
main advantage of the wire nail is duo 
to its possessing a sharp point; third, 
if cut nails were pointed, they would 
be SO per cent more efficient in direct 
tension; fourth, wire nails without 
points have hut one-half their ordinary 
holding power; fifth, the surface of the 
nail should be slightly rough, but uot 
barbed. Barbing decreases the efficien- 
cy of cut nails about 32 per cent 


The pointed end enables the nail to 


enter wood without breaking Its fiber 
excessively, thus preserving its grip. 
A serious -defect of wire nails is their 
readiness to rust They are made gen- 
erally of a sort of soft steel, and steel 
rusts more readily than some other 
forms of iron. In some parts of the 
country, it is said, shingles put on with 
•wire nails drop off after six or eight 
years.—Baltimore Sun.

"See tbls curiously shaped instru- 


ment?" said a dealer in borse goods to 
& reporter. "Well, it is called a dock- 
ing knife, though it is very much, un- 
like a knife In snape." 


The dealer held up an instrument 


with strong wooden handles, about 16. 
Inches in length and working on tho^ 
leverage principle, not unlike a largtj, 
pruning knife.' In the lower handle 
was a concaved space about the size of 
a coffee cup cut in, a cross section, into 
which projected, when the Instrument 
was closed, a convex steel blade with a 
very sharp edge. 


With the handles extended the blade 


leayes the hollowejl out space in the 
lower handle. This fits under the tail 
of the horse snugly. The blade, which 
is raised several inches above tho top 
of the animal's tail, is then brought 
down, sharp on the upper surface of 
the tail at some point between the ver- 
tebra bones, and with a quick, hard 
pressure of the extended handles of tho 
knife the joints of the vertebra are 
lopped off as the limb of a tree between 
the sharp edges of the gardener's prun- 
ing knife. 


The operation is, of course, extremely 


painful, especially as most horses are 
docked when they have attained full 
growth, the tail being simply the elon- 
gation of the animal's backbone. To 
the bleeding stump is applied the end 
of a redhot iron to cauterize the wound 
or, as horsemen say, "to stop the flow 
of blood." The excruciating suffering 
of the animal during and following the 
amputation and the infliction of addi- 
tional pain by the application of the 
redhot iron to the raw surfaces of the 
lacerated bone can best be imagined. 


"Dealers in horse goods and horse- 


men do not maintain these practices, 
however. It is 'the style," nnd as long 
ns It is such the horse must be the un- 
happy victim of man's cruelty, because 
the fashlou is implacable. If society 
nil over the land should agree as a 
unit that from a certain date it would 
be 
'fashionable' 
to drive carriage 


horses without docked tails, high check- 
reins and murderous curb bits, then 
the milennium In the horse world will 
have come. But society will do noth- 
ing of the kind. 


"Docked tails, curb bits, high heads 


and stiff checkreins. curved necks by 
reason of these curb bits, and clanking 
chains have been in vogue for so long, 
nnd the people are so used to having 
puch a combination as the acme of 
horse fashion, and the onlookers from 
the sidewalk have envied these equip- 
ages for so long, that the style has be- 
come a recognized part of society's get 
up. The horse doesn't enter Into the 
matter. 


"If one state lias a law against dock-. 


ing. 
the 
adjoining 
state probably 


has not. Horses may be operated upon 
in the latter and shipped into the for- 
mer. The only way occurring to me by 
which a positive stop might be put to

that much more. They are called 'se- 
vere' bits and are supposed to keep the 
horse in restraint.

"The most 'severe' bit used is the 


Spanish curb. It has in the center a 
raised part like an inverted U. At- 
tached to this is often seen a little 
wheel which gives forth a clicking 
sound as the horse rolls it on his 
tongue, which he does all the time 
when he is at rest with bridle on, and 
this motion of the animal's head and 
the clicking sound are a delight to the 
Spaniard or the Mexican, but it is hard 
on the horse when the slightest pres- 
eure is exerted. A horse's jaw can be 
broken by one of these Spanish bits.

by law if legislatures would pass such 
a measure. 
A law affecting curb bits

The trade ot the 
United States with Cuba is now $68,- 
000,0(10 per year, and with moderate 
encuuiagumcnt to the sugar and tobac- 
co Industrie H it would soon be two or 
three times that amount " 


The heavy penalties imposed upon 


the three Americans who prostituted 
their places of trust 
in Cuba into 


means of pillage will be appiovod by 
all their countrymen. No one wished 
to see Neely, Rathbone or Reeves pun- 
ished if they were innocent, and, at 
first, the opinion prevailed that Rath- 
bone's offense was caused more by 
negligence and indiscretion than by 
criminality. In his. case, as in the oth- 
ers, however, dishonesty has been 
proved clearly, and the punishment of 
all is exemplary. It should be so. The 
•contrast between Spanish and Ameri- 
can government is thereby set before 
the eyes of Cuba rleaily aud unmis- 
takably. Had the ]>oBtal thieves gone 
free or escaped with slight penalties 
the men of the jsland that has been lor 
centuries the victim of official brigand- 
age would never have been convinced 
that they had not exchanged one evil 
for another just as great. They know 
better now. The Spaniard who stole in 
Havana was smiled upon in Madrid. 
The American thief pays as dearly for 
his crime as if it had been committed 
in. a city of this coumry.—New York 
Mail and Express.

government contracts. 


Steel works, shipbuilding firms, boil- 


er makers and others interested in gov- 
ernment contracts have combined to 
defeat the bill. 


Every one of the men who Is fighting 


the eight hour bill is fighting for the 
tight to increase his own profits at the 
expense of the civilization of this coun- 
try. 


An eight hour day is a long day—too 


long a day—but it at least gives the 
workman time to read, time to think, 
some chance to store up vitality for 
transmission to bis children. 


Every intelligent manufacturer knows 


that workmen well treated in a very 
short time do actually as much work in 
eight hours as in ten or even more. 


They know that at the end of a year 


the man who has worked eight hours 
each day has always produced more 
actual results than the man who dur- 
ing the same year has worked ten 
hours per day. 


The eight hour man has worked with 


a fresh brain, fresh muscles and some 
enthusiasm. These qualities have more 
than made up for the two hours per 
day. 


But while they know that eight hours 


Is better for the workman, better for 
the nation and better in the long run 
for themselves the selfish manufactur- 
ers will not take even a slight tempo- 
rary risk. They don't want to thi*k 
of competitors working their men lon- 
ger than they do, and so they unite to 
fight the law which with more intelli- 
gence and with more patriotism they 
would be the first to uphold and en- 
courage.—New York Journal.

It Is a very difficult task to explain 


to one who has never seen ski or ski 
running what it really means. Ski are 
really very simple instruments. They 
cpnsist of two long, narrow strips of 
wood, pointed and curved upward In 
front. In Norway the ski are general- 
ly about seven or eight feet in length 
and from three to four inches in 
breadth. At the center, under the foot, 
they will be about an Inch thick, or a 
little more, beveling off to about a 
(Juarter of an inch at either end. The 
under surface is flat, often with a 
groove along the middle, and is made 
as smooth as possible. They are fas- 
tened to the feet by a loop for the toe, 
fixed near the center of the ski, and a 
band which passes from this round 
behind the heel of the shoe and which 
can be tied very tight. 


I remember nn incident which hap- 


pened to au acquaiutauce of mine in 
America many years ago. lie was an 
engineer and was surveying for a rail- 
way far west In the prairies. 
The 


winter had set in and deep snow had 
covered the fields. Being a skillful ski 
runner, he made himself a pair of ski. 
The same day he Iiud been out trying 
these for the first time a group of In- 
dians came upon a track, consisting of 
two parallel grooves or furrows in (he 
snow, and, having never seen u similar 
track before, they followed it up to 
make out what kind of an animal it 
might originate from. 
They followed 


the track straight to the door of the 
Norwegian's cottage, whore they saw 
two strips of -wood loaning against the 
wall. 
They measured the track and 


they measured these wooden things, 
and they found that they were of ex- 
actly the same breadth. 


And now followed a very close inves- 


tigation of theso marvelous creatures, 
which were carefully mousured on all 
sides. When the Norwegian emerged 
from 
liis cottage, tho natives dart- 


ed away from tho ski and looked at 
something else, protending not even 
to have noticed them. The Norwegian 
showed them, however, tlie ski and 
how they were used. They wished now 
to try them; but, using them ns they 
were accustomed to do their snow 
shoes, they made slow progress and 
found them poor and .slippery. 


The Norwegian then put them on 


and proposed to race with tho Indians, 
and they were quite willing. But the 
surprise of these swift Indians on tlieh 
light suowshocs was great when they 
discovered that they were only able to 
keep pace with him for a few huudrec' 
yards and then rapidly dropped behind 
even though thoy wen; racing ovei 
their well known prairies.

the Norwegian helped them to make 
ski, 
and some of the Indiana learned to 


use them tolerably well, although moi 
who are not trained to use ski frou 
early boyhood very

L'p hill, if the gradient be steep, the 


ski runner will have to tack from side 
to side, following a zigzag course, or go 
sideways, bringing the ski almost to a 
right angle with the slope. But down 
hill the ski runner often goes with a 
tremendous speed, nnd then it may 
well be possible that he could "outstrip 
the birds in flight." The ski now slide 
readily, and the steeper tlie slope tlie 
greater the speed, the one thing neces- 
sary being to maintain the balance and 
to steer clear of all difficulties such 
as trees and precipices. The ski run- 
ner can go everywhere, over hill and 
valley, and nothing stops him so long 
as there is sufficient snow to move 
over. 


A great art in ski running is the 


jumping upon ski. It is generally done 
down steep hillsides which iu the 
middle have gome natural break in the 
ground or where a bank of snow is 
built. Sliding with a great, pace from 
the top of the hill'on to this bank, the 
jumper, owing to the sudden break in 
tho ground, is thrown far into the air. 
and after a longer or shorter Journey 
through space he alights on the slope 
below and 
continues his headlong 


course at nn even greater speed than 
before. 
As .1 rule, he will even very 


much increase the length of his leap 
by taking a. spring just as he leaves 
the projecting bank. 
The length- of 


such jumps is very generally 70 or 80 
foot, and in tlie later years jumps ex- 
ceeding luO feet nrc recorded. — Dr.

BETTER STILL FOR EMPLOYES. 


Conductors and Brakemen Are Bene- 


fitted by the Increase in Wages. 


In addition to the increase of wages 


granted to the engineers and firemen 
of the Boston & Maine system, the 
fact is now revealed that the same in- 
crease goes farther, aad includes all 
conductors and brake men 
employed 


in the various yards of the corpora- 
tion, although the amount granted is 
not so large as that which the engi- 
neers and firemen receive, dating from 
March 1. 


The increase which the conductors 


at the present time have been granted 
is fifteen cents a day. making their 
pay 52.40. while the standard is $2.50; 
the brakemen are raised five cents, 
giving them $1.90 per day, or ten cents 
under the standard. 


It is given out unofficially that the 


Brotherhood has or will demand the 
standard scale oi wages, and that it is 
probable the same will be granted.
